(ii) Buttons, 

(iii) Pencils, 

(iv) Electric brass lamp holders, 

(v) Belt fasteners, 

(vi) Oil pressure lamps, and 

(vii) Fine chemicals. 

2. In conducting tho enquiries, the Board will be guided by the principles 
laid down in paragraph 5 of the Resolution, dated the 8rd November 1915, refer- 
red to in paragraph 1 above.

NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 28 th April, 1940 

No. 8/3/49-Judiclal . — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 2 of tKe 
Ajmer-Merwnra (Extension of Laws) Act, 1047 (LIT of 1947), the Central Gov-' 
eminent is pleased to extend tho -United Provinces (Temporary) Accommoda- 
tion Requisition Act, 1947 (U. P. Act XXV of 1947), to the province of Ajmer- 
Merwara, subject to the following modifications, namely: — 

(i) Reference to the United Provinces shall be construed as reference to 

the province of Ajmer-Merwara ; 

(ii) TKe powers of the provincial Government shall be exeroisable also by 

the Chief Commissioner; 

(iii) For sub-section (5) of section 1 of the said Act, the following shall 

be substituted, namely — 

“(J) U shall cease to have effect on the expiration of one year from 
October 1, 1948”. 

(iv) Section 18 shall be omitted.
